County legal ruling backs Lucas

‘Madison County Assistant State’s 
Attorney Michael Thompson has issued 
a@-legal opinion warning the Madison 
Gounty Special Sewer Committee that it 
thay violate anti-trust statutes if it 
passes a tentative ordinance. The 
proposed ordinance would require that 
subdivision developers in: the sewer 
area utilize an engineer and contractor 
“tof the committee choosing”’ to design 
and install sanitary sewers. 

In his legal opinion, Thompson said, 
“It is my understanding that the sewer 
committee is. presently preparing an 
ordinance regulating and governing the 
hooking up of private sewers or an-

cillary-s@wer systems onto the main 
county sewer project. 

“I do not have a copy of the proposed 
ordinance before me, but I have been 
informed that it requires subdividers 
wishing to hook onto the system to use 
only a particular engineering firm and 
a particular construction-firm specified 
by the sewer committee. 

“There ‘have been some recent 
cases...ho.lding that local governments, 
and possilly individual Officeholders, 
can be subject to the federal anti-trust 
laws...withi their provisiéns for treble 
damages, attorney’s fees and criminal 
penalties. 

“Also, Illinois has passed anti-trust 
legislation...similar to the federal 


provisions, and (the law) provides that 
the Illinois courts, when dealing with an 
Illinois anti-trust statute similar to the 
federal statutes, shall follow the con- 
struction given to the federal law by the 
federal courts.” 

In the opinion, addressed to Harry 
Hartman, attorney for the sewer 
commitee, Thompson also warned, ‘‘I 
am gravely concerned that if, in fact, 
there is to be a provision in the or- 
dinance requiring the use of firms 
specified by the county, the county and 
its officers could be subject to anti-trust 
prosecution for unreasonable restraint 
of trade or commerce.

It might surprise some 
folks in Saline County to hear 
that the area’s industrial 
roots have been traced back 
hundreds, maybe thousands, 
of years, But it’s true. 

Evidence uncovered by a 
team of archaeologists 
working at a site near the 
south fork of the Saline River 
points to the long-ago 
existence of a busy bone tool 
industry thereabouts 

Researchers from SIUC’s 
:Center for Archaeological 
Investigations are ‘still at- 
tempting to date the in- 
dustry, but other artifacts 

suncovered on the 150-acre 
site owned by Peabody Coal 
Co. go back to 8,000 B.C. 

Richard-W. Jefferies, 
associate director of the 
SIUC project, says, ‘The 
bone tool industry is just one 

. of a number of interesting 
features in the area we're 
excavating. 

“We've discovered 200 
man-made structures — 
things like storage pits, 
fireplaces and trash pits — in 
addition to more than a 
million artifacts and 
“remains that will be. tran- 
sported back to our 
laboratories for iden- 
tification and analysis,”” 

Eventually, most of those 
bits and pieces will be fitted 
together like so many parts 
of a giant jigsaw puzzle that 
will help scientists obtain an 
accurate picture of life in 
Southern Illinois over the 
last 10,000 or so years. 

The Carrier’ Mills site, 
which will be surface mined 
eventually by the Peabody 
oal Co., has produced a rich 
yield of archaeological 

*materials. 


Jefferies comments, ‘‘We 
really don’t know that much 
about, the pre-history of this 
part of Illinois 

“But we’ve found a good 
deal more than we'd ex- 
pected, and - that’s due 
largely to excellent. soil 
conditons at the site. 

“Soil conditions at the 
Carrier Mills site are -con- 
ducive to preservation of 
animal and human bones 
and other artifacts. 

“The calcium in the soil 
tends to replace the calcium 
leached from bone matter by 
ground water. By analyzing 
bone materials, we can gain 
an insight into such things as 
the inhabitants’ diets and 
environmental conditions in 
the area during 
lifetimes. 

“Laboratory analysis of 
other artifacts is expected to 
yield data on the | area’s 
animal and plant life through 
the centuries; the lifestyles 
and habits of area 
inhabitants; _ technological 
and sociological changes 
that have occurred; changes 
in climatic conditions; and 
the influence of the Saline 
River over the ages. 

“We should be finished 
excavating around late 
August. Then, after several 
months of laboratory 
analysis by scientists here 
and at other universities, 
we'll attempt to reconstruct 
a profile of life over the ages 
in the area. 

“That profile should give 
Southern Illinoisans the most 
accurate and complete 
picture yet of the develop- 
ment of their land and the 
people who have inhabited it 
over the ages.”

Survey of rural 
historic places 


The Illinois Rural Survey 
began in St. Clair County on 
July 9 andin Madison County 
on July, 10, according to 
Susan Seibert, (529-2861), 
coordinator. A team of two 
surveyors. will be in each 
area for two months, 
photographing and recor- 
ding the locations of historic 
structures. St. Clair, 
Madison and Monroe 
counties will be recorded this 
summer in a pilot study of 
such structures. 

Farmsteads, houses, 
public and commercial 
buildings, and other features 
of the cultural landscape — 
such as bridges and fences — 
will be recorded in the 
survey, which is confined to 
small towns (population 
under 500) and rural areas of 
Illinois, areas not covered by 
the Illinois Historic Struc- 


their * tures Survey. 


Purpose of the survey, a 
project of the Division of 
Historic Sites of the Illinois 
Department of | Con- 
servation, is to identify 
buildings and other struc- 
tures which contribute to the 
character of the community. 

‘These structures deserve 
consideration in the local 
planning process. In ad- 
dition, some may meet 
criteria for inclusion in the 
National Register of Historic 
Places. The survey will also 
provide jnformation for 
scholars interested in Illinois 
history and culture,” the 
coordinator said. 

‘Surveyors will 
photograph the buildings 
from the road and will fill out 
a brief form on each 
structure,! It will not be 
necessary for them to 
contact each property owner 
individually.

Oppose added 
school bus cost 


The Mlinois Association of 
School Baards (IASB) on 
Friday urged Governor 
James Thompson to veto a 
bill that would require all 
local school districts to 
provide free transportation 
for private school students. 

“Many school districts 
already transport pupils to 
private and parochial 
schools within district 
boundaries,” . according to 
Jonathan Howe, IASB 
president. 

“The legislature has now 
passed Senate Bill 101 that 
requires each district to bus 
pupils to private and 
parochial schools up to 10 
miles beyond district 
boundaries;”” 

In a letter té Thompson, 
Howe said some districts 
would haye to provide buses 
to as many as 20 or 30 private 
schools located within the 10- 
mile limit, driving up costs 
to Illinois taxpayers by as 
much as $40 million a year. 

“Implementation of . the 
bill would directly benefit 
nonpublic education at the 
expense of| the taxpayer,” 
Howe wrote. ‘‘The state has 
been unable to meet. its 
obligations in paying for 
existing school bus services 
in recent years, 
many. distri 
deficits in their 
sportation funds. 

“Adding this new cost 
would be folly,” he con- 
cluded.

If you think living with 
inflation is. tough today, 
think what it could mean in 
the future to the child born in 
1979, even if things get 
better.

Paul Simon, 
of ‘the House 
Committee’s 
Inflation Task Force, 
provides some thought- 
provoking statistics on what 
would happen to prices if the 
‘rate of inflation is slowed to 
only seven percent a year. 

“If we were -at seven 
percent, we would think we 
are in great shape,” Simon 
said. ‘‘And yet seven percent 
is intolerable.’’ 

Aseven percent rate would 
mean a doubling of prices in 
10 years, quadrupling in 20 
years and an eight-fold in- 
crease in 30 years, Simon 
said. 

Using Simon's statistics on 
the effect of a seven percent 
inflation rate, one can go-a 
step farther and project a 
cost future for today’s 
newborn, 

When that child reaches 
his or her 10th birthday in 
1989, a jazzy 10-speed bicycle 
costing about $100 today 
would go for $200. 

By the time that infant is 
20, a compact, “economy” 
car selling today for $4,600 
would cost $16,000, 

When today’s toddler is 30. 
and shopping for a new. 
home, today’s $60,000 one~ 
family brick residence could 
go for nearly ‘a half-million 
dollars. 

Those gloomy projections 
are based on the optimistic 
hope that today’s inflation 
rate could be cut roughly in 
half. 

That would mean a drastic 
reversal in directions. 

Since 1973, the inflation 
rate has been averaging 
eight percent a year, 

In 1978, the rate was 9.2 
percent. So far in 1979, in- 
flatin — as measured by the 
Consumer Price Index — has 
averaged 13 percent. 

‘That is a far cry from the 
‘good old days” of 1955 to 
1965 when the inflation rate 
averaged 1.6 percent a year. 

Cong. Simon. said the 
nation’s aims should be no 
inflation, full employment 
and price stability. 

But those are goals that 
will not be achieved without 
courage by Congress and the 
White House and sacrifice by 
the American people, ~

Park budget up 


Anew operating budget for 
the Granite City Park 
District totaling $796,196 for 
all purposes was approved 
on final passage by the 
Granite City Park Board last 
week, Budget approval by 
the board followed a public 
hearing at which no one 
appeared to discuss the 
budget bill. . 

The new appropriations 
for the current 1979-80 fiscal 
year is $54,773 higher than 
the $731,423 budget adopted a 
year ago, and an increase of 


$63,715 over a tentative 
appropriation of $726,481 
proposed earlier by Park 
Board members. 

Park officials. said the 
increase this year results in 
an item of $80,000 which was 
included for the purpose of 
financing the park district's 
share of a new roadway that 
is to be built on the southern 
edge of Worthen Park in 
connection with a roadway 
leading to the newly 
developed Town and Country 
East subdivision. 


Glen Carbon cited 
for water pollution 


Glen .Carbon has been 
charged with violations of 
the state’s water quality 
standards in the operation of 
its waste treatment plants. A 
nine-count suit was filed on 
behalf of the Tilinois 
Environmental Protection 
Agency by the attorney. 
general 

The complaint involves the 
city’s facilities identified as 
West Treatment Plant, 
Cottonwood Treatment Plant 
and ,Glen Crossing: Treat- 
ment Plant. Each plant 
discharges to Judy’s Branch, 
a tributary to the Cahokia 
Canal, which flows into the 
Mississippi River. 

Each of: the plants 
allegedly violated quality 
standards by discharging 
effluents containing as much 
as five times the allowed 
levels. of specified. con- 
taminants. 

The IEPA alleges that the 
city has failed to take 
monthly samples of the 
influent and effluent and 
failed to file discharge 
monitoring reports. 

The suit includes 
allegations that the city Has 
operated without adequate. 


staff, operated ineffeciently, 
has not had a device to 
measure sludge retainment 
rate, that alarm systems 
have been'out of service and 
that the system is in need of 
sludge disposal. 

Violations are said to date 
back to March © 1977. 
Discovery procedure in- 
cluded site inspections by 
Lawrence W. Eastep, P.B., 
Division of Water Pollution 
Control, IEPA. 

The statutory penalty on 
each count is a maximum of 
$10,000 for each violation 
plus $1,000 for each day that 
each violation is alleged to 
have continued. 

The suit was filed by the 
attorney general before the 
Pollution Contro) Board.in 
Chicago, and he is to act as 
counsel for the IEPA during 
public hearings at-a date to 
be sent later by the board.

Bi-State hires Houghton; | 
Wilson bus system manager 


In a major organizational 
change in the administrative 
structure of the Bi-State 
Development Agency, the 
Bi-State board of com- 
missioners on Friday 
selected Charles G. 
Houghton as executive 
director and William J. 
Wilson as general manager 
of transit, effective Aug. 1. 

The transit general 
manager position is newly 
created, as is a second 
position, general manager of 
development and _ad- 
ministration, which is yet to 
be filled. Both new positions 
will report to the executive 
director. 

The increasing complexity 
in operating the multifaceted 
Bi-State Development 
Agency and the need to focus 
more attention on operation 
of the bus company were 
cited as the driving forces 
behind the reorganization. 

Bi-State operates a 160- 
route bus transportation 
system in the St. Louis 
metropolitan area. The 
agency employs 2,250 per- 
sons, with 800 buses 
operating during peak hours. 

It also owns and operated 
the Bi-State Parks general 
aviation airport in Cahokia, 
Il:, operates the tran- 
sportation system in the St. 
Louis Gateway Arch, and 
serves as regional coor- 
dinator for the Port of 
Metropolitan St. Louis. 

A major development 
project currently under way 
at Bi-State is a trash-to- 
energy plan. 


Under the reorganization, 
the bus system will be 
managed by Wilson. Airport, 
port coordination, arch 
transportation system, 
trash-to-energy, and general 
development projects will be 
managed by the general 
manager of development 
and administration, once 
appointed. 

The executive director will 
coordinate the overall 
operation of the agency. 

“The reorganization 
should allow, for the first 
time, full development of the 
powers granted Bi-State 
under its 1949 charter,” a 
spokesman said. 

Houghton at present is 
director of civic develop- 
ment for the Regional 
Commerce and Growth 
Association. He succeeds 
Barry M. Locke, who 
resigned from Bi-State last 
December to become 
Secretary of transportation 
for Massachusetts. 

John G. Brawley has been 
agting executive director 
during the search period, 
and will continue in that 
capacity through July 31. 

Wilson comes to the transit 
general manager position 
from his present job as 
director, Department of 
Streets, City of St. Louis.

What is there to do in 
Illinois state parks and 
recreation areas besides 
camping, picnicking and 
fishing? 

Plenty, if you're willing to 
try any of the trails found in 
almost all of the State parks, 
recreation areas and state 
forests, says Conservation 
Department Trail Specialist 
Glenn Wegener. 

Though man’s use of trails 
dates back to primitive 
times when first he stalked 
wild quarry along 
established game trails, then 
later used these routes as 
links between’ points in his 
civilizations, most trails 
today are used for 
recreational pursuits. 

And the variety of ways to 
enjoy trails on _ state 
properties covers an ever- 
widening range of activities, 
Wegener points out. 

If you're a hiker, you'll 
find trails at more than 70 
state sites. 

Twenty-five sites have 
trails for horseback riding, 
and 20 have paths for cross 
country skiiers. 

Illinois’ state parks, 
recreational areas, con- 
servation areas, and other 
properties now provide trails 
for the biker, snowmobiler, 
backpacker, walk-in cam- 
per, the handicapped visitor, 
geology buff, history fan, 
nature-lover and even the 
canoeist. 

In the past seven years, 
emphagis has been placed by 
the Department of Con- 
servation on trails and trail- 
oriented activities as a result 
of rising public interest in 
that area, Wegener said. 

In 1972, DOC’s Public 
Lands Division established a 
Trails Section with the 
primary responsibility of 
seeing to the renovation of 
existing trails and creation 
of new ones where there was 
a definite need. 

Creation of the Youth 
Conservation Corps, in 1974, 
and the Illinois Young Adult 
Conservation Corps, a little 
over a year ago, helped the 
Department tremendously in 
achieving its trail renovation 
and construction objectives. 

With the aid of YCC and 
TYACC, total trail mileage 
on DOC lands now is at an 
all-time high. 

The Department's effort at 
trail and trail activity. ex- 
pansion are not without their 
problems, however. 

Illinois’ trail mileage and 
trail systems often have 
been compared unfavorably 
with those of other states, 
particularly Wisconsin, 
despite the fact that such 
comparisons are not valid, 
Wegener said. 

Wisconsin, for instance, 
has much more land 
available for trail use; 15 
percent of its land is in public 
ownership, compated to only 
three percent of Illinois. 

Of the remaining 97 per- 
cent of Illinois’ acreage, 80 
percent is in cropland, which 
is not conducive to trail 
activities. 

Furthermore, Illinois is 
not greatly endowed with 
scenic land in public 
ownership. 

The Department’s thrust 
in expansion of trail ac- 
tivities and mileage has been

Where'| possible, linkage of 
trails between DOC and pthe 
land-owning agencies has 
been sought, Wegener said 

Some of the types of trails 
and where the list they can 
be found are as follows; 

HIKING 

While the list of state sites 
offering /hiking ‘trails is too 
lengthy to include, a few of 
the most scenic and longest 
trails are: 

Starved Rock — 12 miles, 
overlooking the Illinois 
River and winding through 
many scenic canyons. 

Pere Marquette — 12 miles 
traveling over rugged hills 
near the juncture of |the 
Illinois and Mississippi 
Rivers. 

Lake Le-Aqua-Na — 113.5 
miles; Mississippi Palisades 
— 6.7 miles; Rock Cut — 10 
miles. . 

Fox Ridge — 6 miles; 
Ferne Clyffe — 12 miles; 
Giant City — 16 miles; and 
Washington County Con- 
servation Area — 14 miles. 

BACKPACKING 

Backpacking has been 
fairly limited at state sites. 
However, there are a 
number such trails 
available. The newest, 
longest and one of the most 
scenic ig the 16-mile Red 
Cedar Trail at Giant City 
State Park. 

Primitive camping 
facilities |are located at the 
eight-mile point. 

The last half of the trail 
travels through scenic areas 
never readily accessible to 
visitors in the past. 

Other backpacking trails 
can be found'at Ferne Clyffe 
(4 miles), Ilinois-Michigan 
Canal (15 miles from 
Channahon to Morris, with 
primitive camping | at 
Gebhard Woods State Park), 
Mississippi Palisades) (3 
miles), and Pyramid State 
Park (10 miles, with rugged 
“mini-camp”’ sites alongside 
strip mine lakes). 

Currently under  con- 
Struction is a new backpack 
trail at Lake Shelbyville. 

The IYACC is working on a 
15-mile segment through 

e Creek State Park 
which will be linked with a 
15-20 mile portion plarined 
for construction on lands 
managed by the Corps of 
Engineers. 

When complete, the 30-40 
mile trajl will have three 
overnight camping sites, 

INTERPRETIVE 

There |now are 15) in- 
terpretive or “nature’’ trails 
on state sites across Illinois. 

They are designed to be 
self-guiding and- provide 
information through 
brochures or signs about 
specific features along their 
routes. 

Seasoned or full-time 
interpreters are available at 
some of these sites to offer 
guided walks dealing. with 
area history, geology, 
natural resources, birds, 
plants or other topics. 

A complete list of) in- 
terpretive trails is available 
in -DOC’s free ‘Trails In 
Illinois’? guidebook. 

SNOWMOBILING 

Snowmobiling on DOC 
lands iias been limited ta the 
northern third of the state 
because af its heavier annual 
snowfall. 

Ten sites, providing | 173 
miles of trail and 2,300 acres. 
of open ‘‘scramble” areas, 
were available . | to 
snowmobilers: last winter. 

They included Chain 
O'Lakes, Hennepin Canal, 
Illinois-Michigan Cahal, 
Johnson-Sauk Trail, 
Kankakee River, Silver 
Springs, Mississippi 
Palisades and Rock (Cut 
State Parks, Big River State 
Forest and Shabbona Lake 
Recreation Area.

CROSS-COUNTRY 
SKIING 

No trail activity has in- 
creased as dramatically as 
cross-country skiing in the 
past five years. In 1975, only 
40 miles of trails were open 
for ski touring on Depart- 
ment lands; last winter, that 
figure was up to 300 miles. 

A few of the more popular 
areas were Chain O'Lakes, 
Lake. Le-Aqua-Na, 
Mississippi Palisades, 
Moraine Hills, Rock Cut and 
Jubilee College State Parks. 

A complete list of Cross- 
country skiing sites can be 
obtained for the DOC Trails 
Section. 

EQUESTRAIN TRAILS 

If you own your own horse, 
there ae 25 state areas 
providing a total of 360 miles 
of equestrian trails, and 16 of 
these sites. have cam- 
pgrounds especially for 
horsemen. 

In the past two years, the 
department has upped 
equestrain trail mileage by 
77 percent. 

A few of the newer trails 
include: Big River State 
Forest (40 miles and cam- 
pground), Chain O’Lakes 
(eight-mile double loop), 
Rock Cut (eight miles, 
campground), Pere 
Marquette (scenic 12-miles 
Ariple loop, campground 
under construction, and the 
only site with horse rental 
stable for riders who don't 
own their own horse. 

Rented horses, however, 
must be kept on 3.5 mile trail 
near the stable) and Sam 
Parr State Park (13 miles). 

Trails also can be found at 
Siloam Springs (18 miles, 
campground), Weinberg- 
King (15 miles, cam- 
pground), Jubilee College 
(20 miles, campground), 
Mississippi Palisades (10 
miles, campground), Lake 
Le-Aqua-Na_ (1 miles, 
campground), lennepin 
Canal (34 miles), Giant City 
(14 miles, campground) and 
Ferne Clyfee (eight miles, 
campground). 

Horse trails also will be 
developed in the near future 
in the newly-acquired 
Middlefork area adjacent to 
Kickapoo State Park, Green 
River Conservation Area in 
Lee County, and Kankakee 
River State Park. 

A complete list of 
equestrian trails and 
facilities can be obtained 
from the DOC Trails Section. 

CANOEING 

A slack water canoeing 
“trail’’ with directional and 
other appropriate signs has 
been established at 
Sanganois Conservation 
Area. 

Slack water canoeing 
routes also have been 
mapped at many other state 
parks and recreation areas, 
and two new “‘Trails’’ are 
being planned for Heron 
Pond-Little Black Slough 
Nature Preserve and along 
the Middlefork of the Ver- 
milion River. 

Best information source on 
canoeing is the ‘‘Illinois 
Canoeing Guide,” available 
from DOC’s Law Enfor- 
cement Division, 100 E.

TRAILS FOR 
THE HANDICAPPED 

Seven state areas have 
specialy-constructed trails 
for use by handicapped 
persons. 

Dual purpose trails, for 
handicapped and non- 
handicapped, have been 
completed recently at Chain 
O’Lakes and Fox Ridge State 
Parks, along with wood- 
chipped trails for the blind. 

Tape recorders, purchased 
with donations from the local 
Lions Club, will be installed 
in the future at Fox Ridge’s 
trail for the blind to provide 
interpretive programming 
for the users. 

Kankakee River State 
Park has a hard-surface trail 
leading to picnic areas along 
the river, and a wood-chip 
trail for the blind — to be 
equipped with tape recor- 
ders purchased by the 
Kankakee Lions Club — will 
be added in the near future. 

AT Spitler Woods, hard 
surfacing has been added to 
Red Oak Rambler Trail to 
make it usable by persons in 
wheelchairs. 

Giant City has a trail for 
blind persons and Rock Cut 
offers a hard-surface trail 
for those in wheelchairs. 

Other trails for the han- 


dicapped are being planned 
for Pere Marquette, Beall 
Woods and Lincoln Trail 
Homestead sites. 

Although “handicapped 
trails’’ are designed to 
eliminate barriers for blind 
persons or _ those in 
wheelchairs, they also 
benefit the elderly, persons 
with heart or respiratory 
conditions, and those with 
only temporary disabilities. 

BIKING 

Bicycling, is a_ highly 
popular form of outdoor 
recreation’ and many 
campers take along their 
bike for leisurely travel on 
winding park roads. 

But four state sites have 
paths specifically designed 
for cyclists. 

At Moraine Hills State 
Park, 11 miles of limestone- 
surfaced trail winds through 
the site, while Kankakee 
River offer three miles, of 
hard-surfaced bike trail 
along the river. 

There are 20 miles of such 
trails along the towpath of 
the Illinois-Michigan Canal. 

Five miles of the original 
towpath at Hennepin Canal 
have been hard-surfaced for 
bikers, but 78 miles of un- 
surfaced towpath are usable 
by cyclists in late summer 
when the path has hardened 
naturally. 

More hard-surfacihg is 
planned for the Hennepin.

Billion for higher 
education in state 


Governor James § R. 
Thompson, approved funding 
measures. Thursday which 
raised the support for higher 
education in fiscal year 1980 
(July: 1979-June 1980): above 
$1 billion for the first time in 
history. 

“The money I am ap 
proving for higher 
education,” Thompson said, 
‘4s at a leyel we can afford 
and follows the commitment 
I made in January to provide 
added dollars for education 
if they became available: 

“Today, Illinois is meeting 
the needs of higher education 
by providing the first billion 
dollar base in the history of 
higher education in the state. 

“In addition, we are 
making a:modest increase in 
the percentage of all state 
funds earmarked for higher 
education from all the 
dollars available, This 
continues to reverse a seven 
year decline in this per- 
centage, which ended when 
the Thompson ad- 
ministration began.’’ 

The higher education 
package approved by the 
governor includes: 

1. An increase of $91.2 
million, or 9.6 percent, over 
estimated FY 1979 spending 
from all appropriated funds, 
to an FY 1980. total oF 
$1,042,866,070. 

2. Funds for average enc 
salary. increases of seven 
percent for faculty and staff, 
a 15 percent increase in 
library, expenditures, utility 
cost increases from 12 to 16.5 
percent and a general in- 
crease of six percent for all 
other non-personnel areas:

CENTRALIA — ‘“‘Darling”’ 
Jeff Carling is back. 

Carling, who was asked to 
resign two seasons ago from 
the head basketball coaching 
job at Centralia High, an- 
nounced Saturday that he 
has accepted the head 
coaching job at tiny Kin- 
mundy-Alma High School 
. Area basketball fans will 
best remember Carling from 
his days as the head coach at 
St. Paul High School’ in 
Highland and his one year 
stint as assistant coach at 
Southern Illinois University- 
Edwardsville. 

The 30-year old flam- 
boyant Carling has been the 
subject .of controversy 
everywhere he has coached. 
His dismissal at Centralia 
stemmed from his unruly 
behavior on the bench. Many 
of his antics included in- 
timidation of players, fans, 
as well as opposing players 
and coaches. 

When Carling accepted the 


head coaching job at ‘Gen- 
tralia in 1974, he was faced 
with the job of frying. to 
rebuild a once-mighty 
basketball program. He did 
— but in ways many thought 
unorthodox. Some of his 
gimmicks included midnight 
practices. and his infamous 
“‘monkey-drill.”” 

The ”monkey-drill” was 
used when his team was. 
taking the ball inbounds 
under its own basket. Three 
players would fall to the floor 
and turn somersaults, while 
the fourth took the ball in- 
bounds and streaked toward. 
the basket — usually 
unobstructed because the 
opposing team was too 
shocked at the antics on the 
floor to do anything about it. 


Once at a pep rally,- 


Carling shaved his head. 

His teams at Centralia — 
“Carling’s Darlings as they 
were known — compiled a 
three-year record of 55-25. 
While at St. Paul-Highland, 
Carling’s teams ran up a 49-7 
mark in two seasons. 


“We did create a lot of 
interest in basketball at\» 
Centralia,’” said Carling. ~~ 
“Some of the techinici ee 
T got I wanted — oth 
wish I hadn’t.’” 

After stepping down es 
the basketball job at Cen. 
tralia, Carling rema! ‘one © 
year as an English teacher “' 
at the high school. This past 
year, he has held various. 
jobs and is currently ‘em- 
ployed by a beer alta 
in Centralia. ~

while,”” said Carling. ‘Pve ‘ 
been staying on top of what.

It wasn’tthe kids’ fault; they 
are reallytvery nice little 
boys, eSpecially with a 
favored sitter. My resolve 
returned to panic. 

I spent a full half hour of 
company time trying to find 
a sitter. I called people I 
hadn’t called in YEARS, I 
was that desperate. I didn’t 
know what I would do if I 
didn’t find someone. 

What could I do? I couldn’t 
leave the kids home to their 
own devices, since many of 
my devices would become 
useless if handled by m 
youngsters. No, I was ni 
ready to trust them on their 
‘own; too young. What then? 


I thought about not picking 
them up from ‘‘Y’’ camp, but 
then I might have come 
home wondering who had 
them. I don't think the “Y”’ is 
set up for abandoned 
children. That would not do. 


I thought, but only for a 
fleeting second, of taking 
them with me. Every mother 
knows what it is like to take 


children along when one’s 
energy and concentration 
must be on the task at hand. 

There was no way I was 
going to take them along. I 
have enough problems 
focusing a camera without 
having a kid trying to get 
into the picture. No, I had 
tried that before. No, thank 
you. 

The panic turned to tears 
and I figured that I would 
just have to miss the 
assignment. I decided to go 
by my girlfriend’s house on 
the way home, a last ditch 
attempt to get a sitter. 

She said ‘yes! I couldn’t 
believe it! I had had more 
rejection that day than I had 
ever had in my life, and she 
said yes! 

See, I was right. If one 
resolves not to panic, 
everything turns out all 
right. 

But it is the torture of the 
hunt that brings out the 
crazy in the mothers who are 
in search of a sitter. There is 
just no way NOT to panic.

Home Grown peaches in 
Southern Illinois can be 
found on trees grown on the 
most favorable sites. 

Usually, this means 
elevated locations or sites 
protected from extremely 
low temperatures. Thus, 
peaches can be found in the 
hilltop areas along the 
Mississippi and Illinois 
River valleys and in 
Southern Mlinois. 

The peach harvest here 
has begun with some of the 
early-maturing __ varieties. 
These include Early-Red- 
Free Candor, Earli-glo and 
Harbinger. 

Red Haven is coloring in 
Southern Illinois and will be 
ripe in Southwestern Illinois 
around July 20-25. The other 
Haven and Elberta peaches 
will follow in sequence until 
the last of August. 

Home gardeners with 
barren peach trees this year 
should maintain their trees 
in good health and vigor for 
potential crops. This in- 
cludes another borer spray 
in mid-July and watering if 
needed, and hopes that the 
next winter won't be as cold. 

Gardeners can earn extra 
money and honor by 
exhibting prize-winning 
vegetables at county and 
other fairs. They can also 
experience the challenge of 
competition and the frien- 
dliness of other gardeners. 

Before planning exhibits, 
get a copy of the fair book or 
premium list so_ that 
available categories can be 
studied. There are usually 
variations between fairs; so 
read all the rules, Pay 
special attention to the time 
for entry as well as quan- 
tities and size specified for 
each display. 

Vegetable in any display 
should be at their peak of 
maturity and quality at the 
time of judging. Sometimes 

‘it is difficult to have 
vegetables at the prime 
stage when the fair is held. 

Crops that mature slightly 
early can sometimes be held 
by picking them slightly 
immature and placing them 
in good storage conditions 
until a day or two before fair 
time. 

Other crops should be 
picked at optimum maturity 
and may require some 
refrigeration for best 
storage. 

Immediately after har- 
vest, vegetables such as 
tomato, pepper, beans, 
carrots, cucumber and 
cantaloupe should be 
refrigerated. But place them 
in the vegetable crisper or a 
plastic bag to prevent 
dehydration. Bs 

Vegetables that have been 
kept cool should be brought 
out and warmed enough 
before judging so that they

When selecting vegetables” 
for exhibition, remember, 
there are several points a 
judge considers for all types 
of vegetables. These are 
quality, condition, unifor- 
mity and whether the entry 
is typical of its variety. 

Quality refers to the best 
and prime eating condition 
of any vegetable. ality 
also means the best color * 
development, shape, texture 
and size. 

The largest size does not 
necessarily mean the best 
quality and therefore does 
not guarantee a prize. 

Condition also is im- 
portant. It is an indication of 
how the crop has been 
handled and grown. 

Crops should be free of 
dirt, cuts and bruises, as well 
as insect or disease damage. 
Also, they. should be free of 
any waxes and residues of 
treatments that may have 
been used for insect” or 
disease control. 

Uniformity is an important 
consideration in judging. 

Each specimen on a plate 
and each vegetable within a 
display should be of similar 
size, color, maturity and 
shape. The ability to produce 
a uniform crop is a measure 
of cultural ability. 

Additional information on 
displaying vegetables’ is 
included in University of 
Illinois Circular 1150, 
“Vegetable Gardening in 
Mllinois.”

Red spiders can suddenly 
produce a sickly green ap- 
pearance on Junipers, 
Spruce, and Japanese yews. 

An unhealthy color and 
poor growth are common 
symptoms of red spiders: 
New growth will be 
somewhat stunted while old 
needles are light colored and 
begin to thin out. Needle 
drop is common. 


Red spiders are hard to see 
unless you use a magnifying 
glass or shake them onto a 
piece of white paper. Hold a 
large piece of white paper 
under the limb: and sharply 
tap the limb with a stick. The 
mites will fall on the paper 
and start to seurry around, 

If you have to bruise up the 
whole shrub to find a few, 
then -mites aren’t the 
problem.

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Public ready to sacrifice for good of nation, but the 
fuel supply remedy may not be more federal bureaus 


Patriotism is still alive and well in 
the hearts of Americans, and there is 
considerable favorable response to last 
night’s call by President Jimmy Carter 
for citizens to sacrifice on their oil 
usage and convenience as a means of 
restoring confidence in themselves 
and their nation. 

Certainly, sacrifice is inevitable with 
the president's announced intention to 
limit yearly oil imports to the 1977 
level. 

The cast of the “energy war” to the 
average citizen was not spelled out by 
Mr. Carter, who promised to present 
more details in talks at Kansas City 
today and Detroit tonight. He did give 
some specifics, and he promised to be 

, more effective in cutting “red tape” on 
new refineries and pipelines. But he 
avoided any mention of nuclear 
power. 

|. ‘The nationally televised address was 

jy¢fall. of motivating “buzz words,” a 
favorite technique of a potential rival 
for the,|Democatic presidential 
nomination, California Governor Jerry 
Brown. The latter, incidentally, said 
afterward that Pres. Carter should 
have called for a North American 
“common market” utilizing Canadian 
and Mexican oil and U.S. technology. 

The president asserted, “Every 
gallon of oil.each one of us saves is a 
new form of production. It gives us 
more freedom, more confidence, and 
more control over our own lives so 
that the solution of our energy cri: 
can also help us to conquer the cri 
of the spirit in our country. 

“It can| rekindle our sense¢-of unity, 
our confidence in the future, and give 
our nation and all of us individually a 
new sense of purpose. 

Mr, Cafter stressed, “There are two 
paths to jchoose. One is a path I’ve 
warned about tonight, the path that 
leads to) fragmentation and _ self- 
interest. Down that road lies a 
mistaken idea of freedom: the right to 
grasp for ourselves some advantage 
over others, That path would be one of 
constant conflict between narrow 
interests, ending in chaos and 
immobility. It is a certain route to 
failure. 

“All thé traditions of our past, all the 
lessons of our heritage, all the 
promises of our future point to 
,another path, the path of common 
purpose and the restoration of 
American values. That path leads to 
true freedom for our nation and 
oursélves. 

“We can take the first steps down 
that. path as we begin to solve our 
energy problems. Energy will be the 
immediate test of our ability to unite 
this nation, and it) can also be the 


standard around which we rally. On 
the battlefield of energy, we can win 
for our nation a new confidence, and 
we can seize control again of our 
common destiny.” 

A key test of the president’s ability 
to lead the nation on the battlefield he 
has described will be whether he 
combines the idealistic appeal with 
practical plans and actions. 

His call for standby gasoline 
rationing power seems to be a step in 
precisely the wrong direction, since it 
envisions a costly, unworkable new 
bureaucracy that might divert atten- 
tion from energy development and 
other important tasks. 

While he repeatedly used words like 
“freedom” in referring to his 
proposals, it should be kept in mind 
that just the opposite of freedom 
would result from many of the 
proposed laws and policies. And his 
attack on “red tape” is harder to 
accept at face value when it is noted 
that his office by itself could defeat 
much of the cumbersome procedural 
delay that he instead prefers creating 
new boards and agencies to cope with. 

Mr. Carter wants to encourage 
utilities to generate electrical power 
from coal, but fails fo say it is Uncle 
Sam who has discouraged such use of 
coal. He favors production of 
synthetic fuels without acknowledging 
the mammoth cost. 

He backs converting coal into other 
fuels but doesn’t refer to the games 
bureaucrats have been playing with 
their stop-and-start rulings on various 
coal gasification projects. And he 
makes only brief references to federal 
inefficiency which too often, as in the 
case of fuel distribution quotas, has 
been the problem rather than the 
solution. 

Undoubtedly, Americans ‘have it 
within their power to bring the energy 
crisis into more manageable 
dimensions. their strong shift this 
spring and summer to small autos 
indicates their realization of the need 
to reduce their reliance on ever- 
costlier foreign oil. 

But development of known and 
alternate fuels must be given major 
emphasis along with conservation; as 
Illinois Governor Jim Thompson said 
last week, a policy of “frying in the 
summer and freezing: in the winter” 
isn’t sufficient. 

There are answers and, God willing, 
our president will help lead us toward 
them. But in many instances, the best 
route may not be a governmental 
remedy, with more bureaus formed, 
but rahter less government and greater 
reliance on the marketplace and good 
old American ingenuity. 


Inflation must be, can be, solved 


+ To the Editor: 


The social, economic and 
political consequences of 
failing to bring inflation 
under control will be 


; disastrous for our country 


and the entire free world. 
Inflation must first be 
controlled and then reduced. 

The process will be a 
difficult and painful task. It 
must be a long-term national 
undertaking. 

Our primary national 
economic need is to achieve 
a broadly supported con- 
sensus on methods for 
dealing with the problem. In 
declaring that it will give the 
highest priority to inflation, 
the administration has taken 
an important first step. 

An effective anti-inflation 
program must include the 
following features: 


1. An unqualified com- 
mitment by government. to 
achieving a balanced 
budget. We must not allow 
,anything to deter the ad- 
ministration from its stated 
goal of a balanced budget in 
fiscal year 1981. Budget 
balance at the state and local 
levels must also be min- 
tained. 

2. Government spending 
policies and practices which 
will, over the yéars, reduce 


. the proportion ‘of national 


output which is pre-empted 
by government — federal, 
state and local. 

3. A revision of tax policies 
which reduces’ the present 
tax burden on both personal 
and business incomes, and 
which moderates the serious 
obstacle to saving, capital 


* formation and _busirtess 


investment in, the existing 


tax system. This should be 
done at all levels of govern- 
ment. High levels of business 
investment will be essential 
for the increased productive 
capacity and efficiency 
which can. help to contain 
future inflation. 


4. Adherence to a 
monetary policy which 
provides sufficient money 
for conducting the nation’s 
transactions but does not 
accommodate, and thereby 
encourage, irresponsible 
wage-price behavior. Also, 
monetary policy should not 
be expected to provide 
automatically the additional 
credit for financing 
government deficits. 

‘Application of the same 
di: ines, as are to be 
applied to the costs imposed 
‘on the economy by govern- 
ment regulation 

It.should be stressed that 
the costs,{both direct and 
indirect, of government- 
imposed regulation and 
compliance therewith have 
become an increasing 
burden on our economy and 
contribute significantly to 
inflationary pressures. 

6. Make effective a trade 
policy that couples: (a) 
opposition to all forms of 
interventionism — whether 
by our own government or by 
others — which adversely 
affect the free and fair flow 
of goods between nations, 
with (b) a resolve to counter 
any consequences of ex- 
ternal interventionism which 
are harmful to our own 
economy. 

7. Proceed with domestic 
policies that will enable U.S. 
business firms to improve 


their competitive position in 
the world economy with 
respect to both unit cost and 
quality. 

8. Development of energy 
policies which rely primarily 
on the free market to provide 
sufficient resources for 
supporting future economic 
growth. 

9. Take those additional 
policy measures necessary 
to restore stability to the 
value of the dollar. 

10. Preservation of the free 
market system as the source 
of national economic 
initiative and efficiency, 
while avoiding any form of 
government determination 
of wages and prices. 

We are beyond the time for 
debate as to whether 
government policies, or 
private sector wage-policies, 
have been primarily 
responsible for the present 
inflation. 

Each has reflected the 
social and political pressures 
of a public which has been 
asking for more than it can 
afford, and which has often 
made decisions on the 
assumption that. inflation 
will continue forever. 

We all must now begin to 
live within our means — both 
in the political sector, df the 
economy and in the business- 
labor sector. 

We must cooperate in 
learning how varous ex- 
pectations of both the public 
and private sectors may best 
be modified fr the present, in 
order to lay the foundation 
for their realization more 
broadly in the future.

The Illinois Political 
Education Committee of the 
United Steelworkers of 
America has been mobilizing 
the leadership. among its 
nearly 80,000 members 
across the state to use their 
influence to urge Governor 
James R. Thompson to sign 
House Bill 2569 the 
legislative bill passed to 
replace the corporate per- 
sonal property tax. 

Carl Alessi, Illinois 
legislative director for the 
Steelworkers union, says 


hundreds of communications 
have been sent out to lpcal 
union leaders tocontact Gov. 
Thompson and urge him to 
sign the legislation. 

“This| is crucial to) all 
working people in the state,’’ 
he said, “‘becausej it 
represents vital revenue for 
school districts and local 
governments. 

“If the» governor should 
follow through on his public 
statement to veto | the 
legislation, the burden for 
school and local government 


funding will likely result in 
real estate tax increases of 
as much as fifty percent for 
all home owners.”* 

James E. Kelahan, of 
Granite City, Seelworkers 
legislative coordinator for 
the southern half of Illinois, 
Says that the Steelworkers 
union has joined with 30 
other organizations on the 
Committee for Fair Cor- 
porate Tax Replacement to 
show the governor there is 
widespread support for his 
signature on the 


replacement tax legislation. 

Kelahan said Alessi and 
other members of the 
committee met with Gov. 
Thompson on Friday to 
discuss the issue. 


Kelahan has pointed out to 
United Steelworkers 
members that “the 
replacement tax plan is only 
meant to replace the defunct 
corporate personal property 
tax law. 

“Tilinois now stands 44th in 


the nation on corprate in- 
come tax rates. The dif- 


ference with this new 
proposal only amounts to 
$3.50 of tax for every $1,000 of 
corporate profits, which 
gives business no reason to 
complain. * 

“Regarding another ‘bill 
passed by the legislature to 
eliminate the sales tax on 
food and drugs,” Kelahan 
said, ‘the Steelworkers 
union has been fighting to 
remove this regressive tax 
for more than 20 years.
